MORTUARY STATISTICS.

Death Rate In the District the Past
Week.

The deaths in the District during the
week ended Saturday last numbered 111,
of which 59 were of white persons and 52
were of colored persons. The deaths for
the preceding week numbered as follows:
Whites, 65; colored, 52; total, 117; and for
the corresponding week of last year, whites,
63; colored, 41; total, 104 The death rate
for the entire population last week was
20.70 per thousand. Compared with the pre-
ceding week, mortallty from apoplexy in-
creased from 4 to 10, and from heart affoe-
tions from 6 to 11. From diseases of the
Kidneys there was a decrease from 10 to K,
and mortality ameng childrenu nder J vears
of age declined from 36 to 80, and those
under 1 year of age from 30 to 22.
